Through Famous Region—The 


Toll Houses of Former Days. 


Pennsylvania needs a road from 


Philadelphia to Pittsburg, its two 
largest cities. 
Work is now under 


•way in several counties to improve 
the historic old turnpike between 
these two cities, so that in time this 
road will be a magnificent boulevard. 
The road will be built in sections, so 
that it will really be the building and 
rebuilding of a number of roads. 
Work is going on at several points, 
and from a succession of roads be- 
tween these two big cities, which for- 
merly formed the old turnpike, the 
highway will come. 


For years efforts have been made 


to build a boulevard across the state. 
Former Governor Stuart, in 1909, 


feet wide, be- 
That road was 


proposed a road, 60 
tween the two cities. 
to go by way of Altoona, Lewistoyn 
and Harrisburg. 
Later the State 


Legislature changed the plans so that 
the road was to be 20 feet wide. 
Then Stuart himself vetoed the bill. 
Three routes, a northern, southern 
and middle route, for a state road 
have been proposed at various times. 
By way of the middle route the road 
would touch Greensburg after leaving 
Pittsburg and would run east through 
Somerset, Bedford, McConnellsburg, 
Chambersburg, Hanover, York, Lan- 
caster and Coatesville to Philadel- 
phia, By the northern route it would 
run through Vandergrift, Indiana, 
Ebensburg, 
Altoona, 
Huntingdon, 


Lewistown, Harrisburg and Lancas- 
ter.

The country near the old turnpike 


is decidedly picturesque in places. 
While occasionally a merry automo- 
bile party discovers one of the few 
old tavern-keepers 
or 
stage-coach 


drivers of "ye olden times" who has 
passed the four score mark on life's 
dial and listens with delight to his 
reminiscences of the romantic days 
when the state coach and Conestoga 
wagon lent life and color to the rug- 
ged landscape along this pike, few of 
the thousands of travelers who an- 
nually speed over its dusty coils -and 
stately stretches are cognizant of the 
fact that this territory is rich in ma- 
terial for the writer of both fact and 


---•'fiction. 


It has a most romantic history— 


this pike across the mountains of 
beautiful Pennsylvania. 
Conceived 


in trouble and born when the times 
were strenuous, it was the last to 
yield supremacy when the railroad 
sapped its life blood and robbed it of 
activity. 


In the middle of the eighteenth 


century, when white settlers first 
commenced to cross the mountains 
and enter the Ohio basin, they found 
a direct path from the Atlantic slope 
to the Ohio, established by the red 
men of the forest some years before, 
in their business of trading English 
scalps and furs to the French on the 
Ohio, to be the most practicable route 
across the dark and almost impene- 
trable forest across the Alleghanies 
westward from Philadelphia to Fort 
Duquesne—the gateway of the West. 


The first question that confronted 


Brigadier General John Forbes when 
the unfulfilled task of the unfortu- 
nate General Braddock—the capture 
of Fort Duquesne and the extermina- 
tion of the French from the Ohio 
basin, was placed upon his shoulders 
was, how to throw an army of 6,000 
men across the wilderness that sepa- 
rated Philadelphia frc"i the contested 
region. After a long celsy the scouts 
sent out to discover a practicable 
route brought back the information 
that the old Indian trail was the 
safest and most direct route to the 
Ohio basin. 


Washington Objected 


For these excellent reasons General 


Forbes decided to cut his military 
road along the alignments of the old 
Indian path. 
When General Wash- 


ington was consulted he promptly ob- 
jected. 
He argued long and vehe- 


mently in favor of the route followed 
by General Braddock through Vir- 
ginia. Virginia, not Pennsylvania, he 
declared, deserved the road. 


General Braddock had, in leading 


his disastrous expedition, cut a mili- 


- tary road through Virginia along the 


alignments of an old path known as 
"Nemicolon's Indian Trail." 
The 


proposed , route • of General Forbes 
through Pnnsylvania ran 
parallel 


with this trail and convciged at the 
same point on the Ohio. 
The Vir 


ginia trail offered portage 
the Potomac and Monongahela Riv- 
ers, but, it curled around the moun- 
tains, making the distance considc - 
ably longer and after Braddock's do- 
feat had ncvei been used cxco;>! h\ 
small parties on foot and had btxo '.o 
almost impassable.

rivers of importance. 
This made it 


the surest and easiest course during 
the winter season, when the Youghio- 
gheny and Monongahela and their 
tributaries were out of banks. The 
bitterness of the quarrel between 
Generals Forbes and Washington de- 
layed the cutting of the road for 
months. 


The building of a military road 


through either of these colonies 
meant much. 
To Pennsylvania it 


would mean fortifying her frontier 
and would open a future avenue of 
profitable trade with the Indians on 
the Ohio. It was a boon that Penn- 
sylvania less deserved than Virginia. 
Washington argued that he and other 
Virginians were foremost in the field 
for securing the Indian trade on the 
Ohio, that ten years before they had 
secured a grant of land between the 
Monongahela and Kanawha; had sent 
explorers and pioneers to occupy it; 
had given of their private means to 
build roads and warehouses and when 
strife with the French became the 
only hope of the colonists Virginia 
was first in the field while lethargic 
Pennsylvania had scarcely lifted a 
finger—bad indifferently pursued her 
profitable agricultural pursuits and 
as the result was the granary of 
America. 


General Forbes understood per- 


fectly that Pennsylvania was less de- 
serving of a military road than Vir- 
ginia, a road that would give a great- 
er advantage than that ever enjoyed 
by any other colony, nevertheless he 
decided to build it, not to please 
Pennsylvania but because it was shor- 
ter than the route through Virginia, 
so ardently advocated by General 
Washington. Forbes realized that if 
Fort Duquesne was to be fortified, 
manned and supplied, the shortest 
route thither would be a desperately 
long road to travel, as the dark days 
of French and Indian War proved. 


For months the bitterness of the 


quarrel delayed the cutting of the 
road, but at last the succinct, unan- 
swerable argument of Forbes, "Look 
at your map," won the day and with 
the able assistance of Boquet the 
difficult feat was accomplished in 
1755. 
General Forbes gave his life 


in the task and was buried in the 
chancel of Christ's Church, Philadel- 
phia. He was carried the entire dis- 
tance between Fort Duquesne and the 
Quaker City on a stretcher, while 
suffering in the greatest agony. 


George Washington proved himself 


both a patriotic citizen and a good 
soldier by working heroically for the 
route that had been decided upon in 
spite of his long and bitter opposi- 
tion. 
He personally superintended 


the building of the route from Ligo- 
nier to Fort Duquesne. 
The road 


was fortified at Carlisle, Shippens- 
burg, Chambersburg, Loudon, Little- 
town, 
Raystown 
(Bedford) 
with 


smaller stockades at Fort Edmunds 
(Buckstown), Allegheny and Cowa- 
mahony, all located in Somerset 
County. 


The value of this direct roadway to 


the West was inestimable. No single 
road in the New World witnessed so 
many campaigns or was fortified by 
such a chain of forts, and what the 
Forbes road was to Pittsburg and the 
West during the French and Indian 
War and Pontiac's rebellion, it was in 
the Revolutionary War. The Conti- 
nental war office was in Philadelphia, 
and the road was more strategic than 


ever. It was the direct route to the 
military centre of the West—Fort 
Duquesne. 
Over it the Western 


forts obtained supplies and ammuni- 
tion, and it was the great military 
route from the Atlantic to the trans- 
Atlantic empire. In the latter part 
of the eighteenth century when the 
Kentucky and Ohio pioneers were 
struggling for a foothold in the West, 
this road played an important part. 
Over it General Washington marched 
his Virginia rangers, and nine-tenths 
of the pioneers of the Northwest 
Territory traveled over this road.| 


Turnpike in 179O 


In 1790 the Forbes, or what had 


become known as the Pennsylvania 
road, gave place to the first turnpike 
ever built in America. This present 
highway was built in sections by dif- 
ferent stock companies, organized un- 
der different charters assisted by the 
state. 
The first section was con- 


structed in 1790 between Philadel- 
phia and Lancaster. 
From Harris- 


burg to Greensburg the road was 
built by five different companies 
known as the Harrisburg,, Carlisle & 
Chambersburg Company, the Cham- 
bersburg & Bedford Company, the 
Bedford & Stoyestown Company, the 
Stoyestown & Greensburg Company, 
and the Greensburg & Pittsburg Com-

The company that built the road 


between Stoyestown and Bedford was 
incorporated June 1815. The indi- 
vidual subscription was $40,000, and 
that of the state $104,000. The wes- 
tern, terminus of this historic thor- 
oughfare is Penn Avenue, Pittsburg, 
the eastern terminus Market Street, 
Philadelphia. 
The course is prac- 


tically the same as the old Forbes 
road, though here and there the trav- 
iler may see the olden track a few 
rods to the right or left, and at some 
points it lies several miles south. 


The 
present 
turnpike 
passes 


through Greensburg, while the old 
Forces road passed through Hannas- 
town, lying to the northwest. The 
Forbes road was less careful of hills. 
It made a straighter line across the 
country. 
The telephone companies 


have taken advantage of this to send 
their wires along the easily-discerned 
Lrack of the old Forbes road. 


Stage Driver in" His Glory 


Promptly at the completion of each 


section of the road the stage coach 
appeared upon the scene, spreading 
life and animation, putting the wil- 
derness in motion as it whirled along. 
Taverns and wagon-stands 
located 


every mile, and stage offices at in- 
tervals of ten miles, were required 
to accommodate the traveling public. 
Four 
spirited horses drew 
these 


coaches on the level and descending 
the heavy mountain grades. Postil- 
ions were added in ascending the 
hills and mountains. 


The lustre of our present-day tin- 


sel-famed hero grows dim in com-, 
parison with the coachman who engi- 
neered these cumbersome vehicles 
over this turnpike road. Of all swells 
that ever flourished a whip profes- 
sionally he was easily emperor. 
Eighty miles a day was written all 
over him; his manner was a canter; 
his conversation was a round trot; 
his very air indicated that he was a 
fast coach on an uphill and down- 
grade turnpike road; he was a per- 
sonage full of mighty care and busi- 
ness,and when off the box he was con- 
tinually surrounded hy a group of ad- 
mirers, who looked up to him as an 
oracle. 


The taverns and wagon stands 


Forbes and Washington, then by the 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia pike, the 
tide of life has never entirely ebbed; 
can never ebb because the state is 
now constructing a stately highway 
over the magnificent mountains and 
peaceful valleys that will soon re- 
sound and even now resounding with 
the echoes of the horn which in days 
of yore heralded the approach of the 
stage coach; rural taverns will again 
be opened and bustling landlords will 
welcome, as in days of yore, travel- 
stained parties, not of stage coach 
passengers, 
but merry automobile 


tourists, and this happy time will but 
mark the heginning of the new lease 
of life for the old national highway, 
when it is restored once more to its 
old-time excellence by the- Common- 
wealth 
of Pennsylvania.—Blanche

They wear a special dress, white un-

A boat in command of a man 
Is assigned to every five or ten women 
divers to carry them to and from the 
flshing grounds. 


When the divers arrive 
on the 


grounds they leap into the water at 
ones and begin to gather oysters at 
the bottom. The oyters are dropped 
Into tubs suspended from their waists. 
When the vessels are filled the divers 
are raised to the surface and Jump Into 
the boats. They dive to a depth of 
from five to thirty fathoms without 
any special apparatus and retain their 
breath from one to three minutes. 


Their ages vary from thirteen to 


forty years and between 
twenty-five 


and thirty-five they are at their prime.

Colors in the Winter Landscape 


, There is a curious delusion that 
winter is a season without color. It 
is only a season with different color. 
Once live this season out close to 
.mountains, forests, fields and stretch- 
es of cultivated valley, and you may 
discover such lovely colors and such 
odd 
combinations as 
you 
never 


dreamed, and even days of absolute 
prismatic dazzle, reducing summer, 
by comparison, to a tame green vel- 
vet. 
Winter, to be sure, has its 


moods of black and white, when pic- 
tures are reduced to their simple ele- 
ments of line and chiaroscuro. 
But 


even these are fascinating, as if na- 
ture were bent upon showing you 
that she is not dependent on her col- 
or-box for her charm. 


In early winter, when the snow is 


yet light, you may walk up a back 
road through the timber and note 
where a wagon has turned off up a 
logging trail. The snow has melted 
in the wheel tracks, making ^two 
brown paths, where the dead leaves 
show1 through. Those tracks have all 
the rich irregularity of the lines in an 
etching, Presently you come upon a 
brook, following it into the woods. 
It runs through the white carpet, 
quite black, as if laid on with a free 
brush loaded with ink. There is ice 
in the back waters, and that is black 
too. 
The dark pines rise from its 


banks, straight, geometrical. Nature 
today is drawn, not painted, washed 
in with black and white. 


But emerging from the woods, 


even on a gray day without sun, color 
is sure somewhere to meet youi eye, 
though it may be only the iron-rust 
brown of a tamarack swamp or the 
tawny red of a roadside willow. 
These browns and reds of winter are 
exquisite in their subdued richness, 
and under certain conditions of light 
they are thrown into combinations 
with other colors, at once daring and 
beautiful.—From "A Berkshire Win- 
ter," by Walter Prichard Eaton, in 
th« December (Christmas) Scribner.

Governor Foss, Democrat, was re- 
flected, though by a reduced plural- 
ity, the rest of the state ticket going 
Republican. 
Since the demand for 


tariff-reform figured largely in Gov- 
ernor Foss's second campaign, as it 
did in the first, his re-election is wide- 
ly interpreted as a reiterated rebuke 
to the framers of the Pas'ne-Aldrich 
tariff. In New York state the Demo- 
crats lost control of the lower house 
Of the Legislature, Boss Murphy and 
Tammany thereby suffering a severe 
reverse. 
In New Jersey, also, the 


lower house was captured by the Re- 
publicans, the result in this case be- 
ing regarded in some quarters as a 
setback to Governor Wilson's Presi- 
dential aspirations. In Maryland a 
powerful Democratic machine was re- 
buked by the election of a Republi- 
can Governor, the second since the 
Civil War. Kentucky, on the other 
liand, returned unreservedly to the 
Democratic fold after four years un- 
der a Republican Governor. 


But even more interesting, in mary 


and intervening territory, has come 
news of many notable victories for 
the Socialist party. 


"The Socialists now have one mem- 


ber of the National House of Repre- 
sentatives, members of the Legisla- 
ture in Rhoda Island, Massachusetts 
and New York; Mayors in eleven 
cities in Ohio, one in Utah, one in 
Minnesota, one in Mississippi, several 
in Pennsylvania, and municipal offi- 
cers of lower rank in scores of cities 
and towns. 


"Representative Berger of Wiscon- 


sin, 
predicts that the Socialists will 


poll 2,000,000 votes in the next Pres- 
idential election. Th^y polled 20,000 
in 1892, when they first entered na- 
tional campaigns. 


"In New York City the Socialist 


gain last Tuesday was 42 per cent. 
In some Eastern towns the increase 
was as much as 600 per cent. The 
city of Schenectady, N. Y., went over- 
whelmingly Socialistic, the Rev. Dr. 
Lunn, for Mayor, electing the entire 
city ticket with himself. For the first 
time a Socialist will represent the 
Schenectady district in the Legisla- 
ture, the Socialist vote in Buffalo was 
nearly doubled over the last election, 
and enormous gains were made in 
other up-state towns. 


"In Ohio the Socialist gams were 


more pronounced than in any other 
state. 
They elected Mayors in the 


cities of Canton, Barbcrton, Cuya- 
hoga Falls, Salem, St. Marys, Lorain 
Fostoria, Martin's Ferry, Toronto 
Lima, and Mount Vernon. In sever- 
al other towns and cities the Social- 
ist candidate was beaten only by a 
few votes; in Conneaut by only five 
votes. 


"In Indiana they made extensive 


gains in several towns. In Utah they 
elected city officials in four towns 
and gained councilmen in a number 
of others.

Restitution of Works of Art After Na- 


poleon's Downfall. 


The Louvre has known a still blacker 


day than that on which. "La Giocondo" 
was abstracted. This was Sept. 23, 
1815, when formal restitution had to 
t* made of the pictures looted during 
the conquests of Napoleon. Commis- 
sioners attended from fourteen differ- 
ent states. The lion's share was ob- 
tained, curiously enough, by the rep- 
resentative of Cassel, who recovered 
no fewer than 421 pictures. Austria 
recovered 323, Spain 284, Holland 
210 and Prussia 119. 
Altogether 


2,065 pictures were removed, together 
with a number of statues, bas-reliefs, 
bronzes, wood carvings, cameos and 
enamels. 


Sir Walter Scott in his "Life of 


Napoleon" gives a graphic account of 
the removal of the masterpieces, which 
were being frantically copied by en- 
thusiastic students until the last mo- 
ment before their departure. Thanks 
to the exertions of Baron Denon, who 
was then director of the Louvre, a 
certain number of stolen pictures were 
retained, among these being the finest 
example of Paolo Veronese extant, 
"The Marriage at Cana." The gallery, 
however, was left with only 270 pic- 
tures and remained closed until the 
vacant spaces had been filled, mainly 
with the works of French artists.— 
Pall Mall Gazette.

An East Africa publication contains 


a description of a method ofSestroy- 
ing rats, followed in Java, inS'wb.ich 
carbon bisulphate in employee. 
In 


carrying out the method a small quan- 
tity, usually about half a teaspoonful 
of the carbon bisulphide is poured in- 
to the rat hole and after waiting a 
few moments to let the liquid evap 
orate, the mixture of air and vapor Is 
lighted, a small explosion resulting and 
| filling the hole with poisonous gas, 
killing the rats Instantly. Such a pro- 
cess practiced openly might be objec- 
tionable under some circumstances be- 
cause of danger from flre resulting 
from the explosion and a field for in- 
vention appears to offer itself to pro- 
vide some form of flre-proof gun or 
explosion chamber suitably formed to 
be inserted in the mouth of the rat 
hole and adapted to enclose the ex- 
plosion and discharge the resulting 
noxious gas Into the hole.—Scientific 


Text of the Lesson, Neh. i—Memory 


Verse, 9—Golden Text, 4as. v, 16. 
Commentary Prepared by Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 
The lesson today may include Chap- 


ters i and ii and might be entitled 
Nehemiah praying and God working. 
0?he name Nehemiah signifies comfort 
of Jehovah, and his father's name, 
HachaUah. signifies hidden of Jehovah, 
or perhaps Jehovah is hidden, the 
former suggesting the safety of His 
people and the latter that His ways 
are a great deep. "Verily, thou art a 
God that hidest Thyself, O God of Is- 
rael, the Saviour" (Isa. xlv, 15). The 
time of the book is supposed to be 
about seventy years after the dedica- 
tion of the temple that was rebuilt by 
Zerubbabel and thirteen years after 
Ezra's reform, as recorded in Ez. ix 
and x. 
For some reason Nehemiah 


had remained at Babylon instead of 
returning with Ezra's company, but 
his heart was at Jerusalem. He was 
a true Israelite at a gentile court, lik" 
Joseph. Moses, Daniel and Mordecai, 
loving his people and burdened for 
them. He knew the God of heaven 
(i, 4, 5; ii, 4, 20), and, although he 
knew Him as the great and terrible 
God. 
he also knew Him as a God keep- 


ing covenant and mercy for them that 
love Him, ready to pardon, gracious 
and merciful, and he could call Him 
"my God" (i. 5; ix. 17. 31, 32; ii, 8, 12, 
18). The Jews at Jerusalem were not 
yet as Isaiah had said they would be, 
ruling over their oppressors and rest- 
ing from their sorrow and fear, but 
were still servants in the land, with 
others ruling over them and having 
dominion, over them and their,posses- 
sions at their pleasure (Nehl.ix, 36, 37). 
So we know that the restoration, from 
Babylon did not fulfill Isa. xi, 8^12; xl-/;, 
1-3; xs'xv, 10, or any other of the great' 
predictions concerning Israel's glorious 
future, all of which will be fulfilled 
when the Lord Jesus shall come th 
second time in power and glory 
restore all things of which the proph- 
ets have spoken (Acts iii. 21). He has 
said that He will not rest till these 
things are fulfilled, and we are not as 
right with Him as we should be un- 
less we take no rest and give Him 
no rest until He make Jerusalem a 
praise in. the earth (Isa. Ixii, 1-7). Some 
one may say, "I am more interested in 
our own Zion," meaning his own 
church or tlenomination, not under- 
standing the purpose of the Lord in 
this age to gather out from all nations 
an elect church, that so the marriage 
of the Lainb may take place and He 
may return with His bride to bless 
Israel ana through her all nations in 
all the earth. 


Reproach is brought upon the Lord 


today by His people who are more in- 
terested in their own affairs than in 
His. 
When Nehemiah heard of the 


great affliction and reproach resting 
upon Jerusalem he gave himself to

WHERE PLATINUM IS FOUND 


Rare Metal In Small Quantities 
Usu- 


ally Is Associated With Gold 


In Gravel Beds. 


Platinum Is found associated wltn 


gold, principally in gravel beds. The 
ordinary source is accumulations ol 
gravel which have been eroded Irom 
extensive area and gradually concen- 
trated in one locality by the continued 
action of water. It Is a rare metal 
•and the accumulation must'be from a 
great extent of country If a paying 
fleposit Is to be developed. 


Platinum "is of a silver gray color 


•which Is rarely tarnished.^ Its devel- 
opment" is'similar to gold, except that 
where gold Is- usually associated witn- 
quartz "and light colored rocks l>lat-" 
Inum will be found more commonly, 
with dark- colored rocks, and espe- 
cially those of- a greenish shading.- -' 


It is found only In small quantities, 


except at two or three localities. Wesfc 
em Colombia and eastern Russia have 
gravel beds -which afford -the princi- 
pal supply of this metal. Elsewhere 
It is found over considerable areas, 
but not sufficiently concentrated to be 
of importance. It may be looked for 
among the formations adjacent to re- 
gions of old volcanic activity. 


The distribution is principally In al- 


tered rocks, and segregation seems to 
have been the principal cause con- 
tributing to 
Its 
collection in ore 


"bodies. The deposits found up to the 


present time have been of irregular 
mineralization and not of great ex- 
tent, consequently all platinum de- 
posits must be considered with cau- 
tion. 


Of the rare metals associated with 


platinum, Iridium, osmium, paladlum 
and others, little need be said because 
of their rarity. If found they will be 
associated with platinum and will be 
kno»n 
by the 
greater 
hardness, 


brighter surface and greater specillc 
gravity.—Moody's Magazine.
